Although the prim ary vote general­ 
ly has been extremely light this year

Adams citizens: 
Shall 
the indebtedness of 
Adams 
county 
be increased 
in and by 
the 
am ount of seven 
hundred and 
fifty 
thousand dollars 
for the purpose 
of 
constructing roads 
and bridges 
in 
Adams county? 
$*520,OOO of the pro­ 
posed increase 
in indebtedni'ss is de­ 
signated 
and set apart for the con­ 
struction of roads, and $130,000 is des­ 
ignated 
and 
set ap art for the con­ 
struction of bridges. 
Will Adams county 
send “ wet" or 
“d ry ” representatives 
to the 
State 
legislature next year? 
These two issues, party leaders be­ 
lieve, will have sufficient pull to over­ 
come the apathy many voters have in 
respect to 
the prim ary election. 
In 
most states this year voters have ex­ 
hibited noticeable indifference and as 
a result light voces were polled every­ 
w here. 
This condition existed despite 
the fact that in the m ajority of states 
th a t have voted there were sharp con­ 
tests between aspirants for the presi­ 
dential nomination in both the Repub­ 
lican 
and 
Democratic 
parties 
with 
chief interest, however, centering 
in 
the fight in the Republican p arty. 
In 
Pennsylvania theme is no 
pro­ 
nounced campaign 
by candidates 
for 
the presidential nomination, only one 
from each party 
being on the ticket, 
and instead 
interest will center 
in 
th a t respect 
about the men who 
are 
seeking to be elected as delegates to 
the national conventions. 
So candi­ 
dates for 
the nomination 
on the So­ 
cialist and 
Prohibition parties 
have 
filed in this state. 
The weather this year will be a de­ 
term ining 
factor 
as is oftimes 
the 
case. 
While the rural voter is as in­ 
terested in the election as those living 
in the towns he wdl forego the priv­ 
ilege of vote 
at the prim ary if 
th<| 
w eather permits plowing or work 
in 
his orchard. 
This factor will 
deter 
more voters this year because of the 
late season, many farm ers being from 
three to four weeks behind with their 
w ork.
